To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  tho  Health  Committee, 

I  havo  tho  honour  to  present  for  your  Information  and  consideration  the  Annual 
Report  on  tho  hoalth  of  the  Borough  of  Leigh  for  tho  year  1969. 

Tho  general  hoalth  In  the  Borough  remalnod  satisfactory.  Tho  population  as 
ostimotod  by  the  Registrar  Genoral  deollnod  by  a  further  80  to  46,200.  Tho  birth  rate 
again  exooeded  tho  national  irate  In  splto  of  there  boing  55  fewer  births  than  last 
yoor.  The  perinatal  rate  was  only  fractionally  above  the  national  figure,  which  must 
bo  a  cause  of  satisfaction. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths.  Tho  overall  pattern  of  tho  oausos  of  death 
oomparod  similarly  with  previous  years. 

The  inoidonoo  and  severity  of  tho  oommunloable  disoases  was  almost  trivial 
oomparod  with  two  or  throe  dooados  ago.  Evon  so,  tho  more  general  ooceptanoo  of  the 
voooines  available  today  would  in provo  on  tho  present  state.  The  oaso  and  speed  of 
holiday  travel  serves  to  emphasise  the  desirability  of  holidaymakers  including 
protection  against  the  more  axotio  diseases  (e.g.  smallpox,  typhoid,  cholera)  in  their 
preparations,  well  in  advanoo  of  tho  dato  of  their  departure. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  of  oxpressing  thanks  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  all 
Members  of  tho  Health  Comuittoo  for  their  oontinued  intorest  in  the  Dopartaent,  and 
to  tho  mombors  of  the  staff  and  my  colleagues  in  the  Town  Hall  for  their  ovor-roady 
holp  and  00 -operation.

1)  Industrial  oomplalnt3 

Noiso  oausod  through  tho  banging  of  cratos  and  bottles  during  the  early  hours  of  the 
rooming  at  a  dairy  (which  is  In  a  built-up  area)  gave  rise  to  considerable  nuisance  to  the 
tenants  In  the  houses  round  about*  Tho  Management  vero  Informed  and  oo-operotion  In 
abating  the  nuisanoo  was  promlsod. 

A  roourring  oomplaint  was  rooeived  of  noise  oaused  by  exhaust  stoao  from  a  oolliory 
ongine  operating  the  winding  gear.  The  only  way  to  eliminate  the  noise  would  bo  by 
olootrio  drives,  tho  oost  of  which  would  be  so  prohibitive  that  It  oould  well  mean  tho 
olosura  of  tho  oolliory.  The  Chief  ihgineer  states  that,  whilst  there  is  no  pretenco 
of  eliminating  tho  nol3e  altogether,  he  was  satisfied  that  the  extent  of  such  noise  had 
boon  roduood  to  a  reasonable  and  tolerable  level.  The  department  continues  to  keop  a 
dose  liaison  with  the  oolliery  management  on  this  problom. 

People  from  the  surrounding  housos  complained  of  noiso  from  tho  extractor  fans  at 
a  local  mill,  but  on  Investigation  tho  amount  of  noiso  being  created  was  not  a  nuisanoo. 
This  also  is  not  a  new  oomplaint. 

2 )  Road  Drills  and  Compressors 

Work  being  oarried  out  for  and  on  behalf  of  public  utilities,  l.e*  Gas  Board,  Wator 
Board  and  an  adjoining  urban  district  oounoil  has  given  rise  to  noise  nuisances  caused 
by  tho  non-use  of  baffles  or  hoods.  When  approaohod  tho  various  managements,  awaro  of 
nuisanoe  created,  have  promised  to  take  stops  to  remedy  this. 

3)  Domestlo 


One  oomplaint  was  rooeived  of  noiso  from  an  adjoining  house,  in  particular  singing, 
shouting  and  furniture  moving,  until  tho  early  hours  of  tho  morning.  Tho  oomplainant 
was  advised  to  seek  legal  aid.

Tho  measurement  of  pollution  has  continued  during  the  year  by  tho  use  of  voluraetrio 
apparatus  and  the  deposit  gauge.  The  results  arc  submitted  to  tho  Department  of  Soientifio 
and  industrial  Resoaroh  whero  they  are  oo-ordinatod  into  tho  National  Survey  of  Atmospherlo 
Pollution. 

Tho  results  are  given  in  tho  following  tables  in  the  form  of  highest,  lowest  and 
average  of  the  daily  readings  a*  the  throe  sites  in  each  month  for  the  year  1 363  and  tho 
corresponding  figures  for  1368. 

The  amount  of  atmospherlo  pollution  in  tho  form  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the 
town  is  at  last  diminishing,  as  will  be  scon  from  a  cons iderat ion  of  the  tables.

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INVESTIGATION  OP  AIR  POLLUTION 


The  level  of  pollution  shows  a  steady  decrease  over  the  past  years  and  as  more  Smoke 
Control  Areas  beoome  operative  this  rate  of  progress  is  increasing.  This  is  brought  out 
quite  clearly  when  looking  at  relative  figures  taken  from  the  National  Survey  Annual 
Summary. 

The  results  are  divided  into  Summer  (April  -  September)  and  Wintor  (October  -  Mar oh) 
periods.  The  figures  are  relative  in  that  they  show  the  average  measured  amount  of  smoke 
from  the  three  stations  maintained  by  ourselves,  the  results  of  whioh  are  transmitted  to  the 
Warren  Springs  Laboratory  of  the  Ministry  of  Technology  where  they  are  arranged  by  computer. 

The  figures  quoted  relate  to  s mo  Ice  and,  as  some  help  to  comparisons,  relative  figures 
aro  also  given  for  Lancaster  and  Stretford.
